Texan, a vessel of 14,ooo tens, were 
advised by naval authorities that she 
was sinking at sea. 


The location of the ship was not 


given. 


Reports 
to 
shipping circles from 


other sources were that tfje vessel 
had been rammed amidships in col- 
lision with another ship. 


It was said a steamship which pick- 


ed up the Texan's S O S caills was 
surrying to her assistance. The crew 
of forty-three men had taken to the 
boats. 
The Texan left recently with 


a cargo of nitrates for a French port. 


Messages from another port said a 


steamship which arrived reported that 
at four o'clock in the morning she 
picked up S O S from the Texan. This 
said the Texan had been struck amid- 
ships and was sinking. The last mes- 
sage from the Texan said: "Good- 
bye; no more." 


The messages did not give the loca- 


tion of the ship nor did they say how 
she was damaged. The Texan's wire- 
less operator reported the sta-bcard 
boats had been lowered.

Mall, the armistice has been extend­ 
ed until February 18.

at Warsaw. 
Lenlne, the Bolshevlki premier, has 
returned to Petrograd, 
He Is report­ 
ed to be taking an Important part In 
guiding the negotiations with the cen­ 
tral powers, although 
avoiding

limelight. Some extremists, it Is said, 
are dissatisfied with tho conduct of 
the negotiations by TrotzUy, the for­ 
eign minister, thinking he Is too w ill­ 
ing to meet the German views. They 
suggest Lenlne take his ixlace at fu­ 
ture conferences. 
The correspondent

Dally 
News reports the Germans are doing 
their utmost to stop fraternization at 
the front. He interprets this to mean 
the Bolsheviki propaganda Is having 
Its effect among the German soldiers. 
The Germans confiscated all copies of

Fackel, 
a 
Russian 
newspaper 
printed In German, containing a full 
account of the Brest-Litovsk negotia 
tions, and other propagandist lltera 
ture. 
Notwithstanding this, German 
soldiers crawi across 
the 
Russian 
lines every night to obtain copies of 
the paper secretly. 
Immediate repatriation of deported 
Poles and Lithunians and the libera 
tion 
of 
all 
Bohemians, Czechs and 
oUiers arrested by the central powers 
for their connection with pacifist prop­ 
aganda. were 
among 
the 
demands 
made by the Russian 
delegates 
at 
Brest-Litovsk on Friday, according to 
the correspondent 
of 
the Exchange 
Telesjraph company. 
“ The return of refugees to Poland 
and Lithuania is of the utmost import- 
ance In the question of self-determln- 
ation,” declared Trotzky. 
To this the German delegates re­ 
plied: 
“ These demands Involve questions 
of internal policy which cannot possi- 
Wy be discussed In the peace par­ 
leys.'" 
Trotzky declared the Russians w ill 
not abandon their demands. 
Reading between the lines In the 
German newspapers It becomes appar­

Man Who Quit Congress to Enlist Is 
Victim of Pneumonia. 
Major 
Augustus 
P. 
Gardner, 
of 
Hamilton, Mass,, died at the Camp 
Wheeler base hospital after a short 
Illness from pneunfonla. 
After continuous service of fifteen 
years as representative from the fifth 
congressional district 
of 
Massachu­ 
setts, Augustus P. Gardner resigned 
last year, when war was declared, to 
enter the United States army. 
For 
years he had fought for national pre­ 
paredness, for a bigger army and a 
bigger navy, and when this country 
became Involved In hostilities he gave 
prompt 
and 
practical demonstration 
of his patriotism. 
In the Spanlsh-Amerlcan 
war 
he 
served as captain and assistant adju­ 
tant general on the staff of Geneia^ 
James H. V/llson, and thereafter wag­ 
ed a determined fight In and out of 
congress 
for 
the 
development 
of 
American m ilitary and naval forces. 
After joining the army last year, 
Major Gardner was commissioned a 
colonel, but at his own request, he 
was reduced to major, that he might 
be sent to France for active service 
In the field. 
This, his friends said, 
was characteristic of the man and in 
keeping with the doctrine he long had 
preached in favor of universal m ili­ 
tary service without thought of per­ 
sonal reward or favor.

If One-Third of Cars of United States 


Will Kill Chickensva Year, Loss 


Is $400,000. 


(By C. S. ANDERSON, Colorado Agricul- 
tural College, Fort Collins, Colo) 
Here is a hint to the motorist who 


wants to help in our national cam- 
paign for food conservation. 
Have 


you ever stopped to count up the num- 
ber of chickens that you run over in 
a season? 


Statistical reports show that there 


are 3,000,000 motor cars in daily use 
in the United States, and most of 
these cars cover some country roads 
every day. 
A vast number of these 


cars are operated by careful drivers 
and will not kill one chicken in a year 
while other cars may kill several in 
one day. 


To be very conservative, let us es- 


timate that one-third of these cars 
will kill one chicken per year. This 
means a sacrifice of 1,000,000 chick- 
ens. These chickens will vary as to 
size, age and value, but with pres- 
ent prices, an average of 40 cents each 
is 
a 
very 
conservative 
estimate. 


Based on these figures, the value of 
this annual' destruction is $400,000. 
While it is impossible to know the 
actual loss, it is very likely that two 
or three times the above figure would 
be more nearly correct.

and w ill not kill one chicken in a year 
while other cars may kill several iu 
one day. 
To be very conservative, let us es­ 
timate that one-third of these cars 
w ill kill one chicken per year.

means a sacrifice of ]U000,000 chick­ 
ens.

to Farmers. 


Washington.—All 
good 
Americaut 


who are making a fair living are no\\ 
called upon to pay, in the way of an 
Income tax, (heir share of the cost ol 
the war. Whether or not he' is sub 
Ject to this tax is the question everj 
man must settle at once. 
In a fe\\ 


\s~ords this is the answer: Every uu 
married man whose net income is $1. 
000 or more and every married man 01 
head of a family whose income is $2, 
000 or over must pay the tax. 
Befor« 


March 1, 1G1S, he must file his retnro 
with the collector of internal revenue 
in the district in which he lives or has 
liis principal place of business. 


The man who thinks to evade this 


tax is making a serious error. Revenue 
officials will be in every county to 
check returns. Failure to make a cor- 
rect return within the time specified 
Involves heavy penalties. 


"Net income" means gross income 


less certain deductions provided for by 
lae act. 
The law defines income as 


profit, gain, wages, salary, commis- 
sions, money or its equivalent from 
professions, 
vocations, 
commerce, 


trade, rents, sales and dealings in prop 
erty, real" and personal, and interest 
from investments except interebt from 
government bonds, or state, municipal 
to\\ nship or county bonds. 
Incomes 


from service as guardian, trustee 01 
executor; from dividends, pensions, 
royalties, or patents, or oil and gas 
wells, coal land, etc., arc taxable. 


Normal Rate Is 2 Per Cent. 


The normal rate of tax is 2 per conl 


on net incomes above tlio amount oi 
exemptions, which is $2.000 in the case 
of a married person or head of a fam- 
ily and $1,000 in the f!<se of a single 
person. A married person or head ol 
a family is allowed an additional ex- 
emption of $200 for each dependant 
child If under eighteen years of age 
or i ^:ipable of self-support because 
defe<1ho. The taxpayer i'< considered 
to be the h°ad of a family if he is 
actually supporting one or more peiv 
sons oJo^ely connected •uiih him by 
blood relationship or relationship bj 
marriage, or if his duty to support 
such person is based on some moral 
or legal obligation. 


Debts ascertained to be worthless 


and cliargcd oft' vuthiu the year and 
taxes paid except incoine taxes and 
those assessed against local benefits 
are deductible. These and other points 
of the income tax section of the war 
revenue act will be fully explained by 
revenue officers who will visit every 
county in the United States between 
January 2 and March ] to assist tax- 
payers In making out their returns. 


Officers to Visit Every Locality. 
Notice of thoir arrival in each local- 


ity will be given in advance through 
the press, banks and po^t offices. They 
will be supplied with income tax forms 
copies of which may be obtained also 
from collectors of internal revenue. 


•The bureau of internal revenue is 


seeking to impress upon persons sub- 
ject to the tax the fact that failure to 
see this official in no way relieves 
them of the duty imposed by law to 
file their returns within tire time speci- 
fied. 


The government is n-ot required to 


seek the taxpayer. 
The taxpayer Is 


required to seek the government. 


The penalty for failure to make the 


return on time is a fine of not less 
than $20 nor more than $1,000, and 
in addition T/0 per cent of the amount 
of the tax due. 
For making a false 


or fraudulent rettirn, the penalty is 
a fine not to exceed $2.000 or not ex- 
ceeding ono year's imprisonment, or 
both, in tho disci-etion of the court, and 
in addition 100 per cent of the tax 
evaded. 


As to the Farmers. 


The number of farmers who will pay 


income taxes has not been estimated 
by the government officials, but it is 
certain they will form a large percen- 
tage of the 0,000,000 persons assessed 
who never before have paid an income 
tax. 
The average farmer does not 


keep boo'ks but if he avails himself of 
the services of government experts 
who will be sent to aid him, it will not 
be difficult for him to ascertain the 
amount of his net income. 


The farmer Is making »ut his return 


may deduct depreciation in the value 
of property and machinery used in the 
conduct of his farm, and loss by fire, 
storm or other casualty, or by theft If 
not covered by insurance. 
Expenses 


actually incurred in farm 
operation 


may be-deducted, but not family or liv- 
ing expense. Produce raised on the 
farm anil traded for groceries, wearing 
tipporel, etc., Is counted as living ex-. 
penditures and cannot be deducted.

HEAVY PENALTY FOR FAILURE 


Keturns Wilt Be Rigidly Checked ano 
Assistance Given Taxpayers by Of- 
ficlals In Every County—Tips 
to Farmers. 


Washington.—AH' 
good 
Amerlcaui 
who nre making a fair living are now 
called upon to pay, in the way of au 
Income tax, their share of the cost oJ 
the war. 
Whether or not he* Is sub 
Ject to this tax is the question ever^ 
man must settle at once. 
In a few 
words this is the answer: 
Every un 
married man whose net income is $1.- 
000 or more and every married man oi 
head of a family whose income is $2, 
OiK) or over must pay the tax. F>efor< 
March 1, 191S, he must file his rcturo 
with the collector of internal revenue 
in the district in which he lives or has 
his principal place of business. 
The man who thinks to evade this 
tax Is making a serious error. Revenue 
officials will be in every county to 
check returns. Failure to make a coi^ 
rect return witliin the time specified 
Involves heavy penalties. 
^ 
“Net income” means gross Income 
less certain deductions provided for by 
tlie act. 
The law defines Income ai^ 
profit, gain, wages, salary, 
commis­ 
sions, money or its equivalent from 
professions, 
vocations, 
commerce, 
trade, rents, sales and dealings In prop- 
ert^% r e a r and personal, and interest 
from Investments except interest from 
government bonds, or state, municipal 
township or county bonds. 
Incomes 
from service as guardian, trustee oi 
executor; from dividends, pensions, 
royalties, or patents, or. oil and gaa 
wells, coal land, etc,, arc taxable. 
Normal Rato Is 2 Per Cent 
The normal rate of tax Is 2 per ceni 
on net Incomes above the amount oi 
exemptions, whicli is $2,000 in the case 
of a married person or head of a fam­ 
ily and $1,000 in the ci«se of a single 
person. A married person or head ol 
a family is allowed an additional ex­ 
emption of $200 for each dependant 
chilrl IX under eighteen years of ago 
or i. capable of self-support because 
defe<.*tlve. The taxpayer is considered 
to be the hrad of a family if he is 
actually supporting one or more per 
son.s closely connected with him by 
blood relationship or relationship bj 
marriage, or if his duty to support 
such person is based on some moral 
or legal obligation. 
Debts ascertained to be w^orthless 
and charged oiT within the year and 
taxes paid except inco^ne taxes and 
those assessed against local benefits 
are deductible. These and other points 
of the income tax section of the war 
revenue act will be fully explained by 
revenue ofilcers who will visit every 
county in the United States between 
January 2 and March 1 to assist tax­ 
payers In making out their returns. 
Officers to Visit Every Locality. 
Notice of their arrival in each local­ 
ity will be given in advance through 
the press, banks and post ofiiices. They 
will be supplied with income tax forms 
copies of which may be obtained also 
from collectors of internal revenue. 
’The bureau of internal revenue is 
seeking to impress upon persons sub­ 
ject to the tax the fact that failure to 
see this official In no w'ay relieve« 
them of the duty imposed l)y law to 
file their retumfs within tlie time speci­ 
fied. 
The government is not required to 
seek the taxpayer. 
The taxpayer is 
required to seek the* government. 
The penalty for failure to make the 
return on time is a fine of not less 
than $20 nor more than $1,000, and 
in addition GO per cent of the amount 
of the tax due. 
For making a false 
or fraudulent return, the penalty is 
a fine not to exceed $2,000 or not ex­ 
ceeding one year’s imprisonment, or 
both, in the discretion of the court, and 
in addition 100 per cent of the tax 
evaded. 
As to tlie Farmers. 
The number of farmers who will pay 
income taxes has not been estimated 
by the government ofilcials, but it is 
certain they will form a large percen­ 
tage of llie 0,000,000 persons assessed 
who never before have pai(J an income 
tax. 
The average farmer does not 
keep books but if lie avails himself of 
tJie services of government experts 
who will be sent to 
him, it will not 
be difiicult for him to ascertain the 
amount of his net income. 
The farmer is jnaking dut Jiis return 
may deduct depreciation in the value 
of property and machinery used in the 
conduct of his farm, and loss by fire, 
storm or other casualty, or by tJieft if 
not covered by insurance. 
Expenses 
actually incurred in farm operation 
may be deducted, but not family or liv­ 
ing expense. 
Produce raised on tlie 
farm and traded for groceries, w^earing 
api)arel, etc.. Is counted os living ex­ 
penditures and cannot be deducted.

weather I arrange to keep the fowls 
supply of drinking water reasonably 
\\arm for them, notes a writer in Farm 
Progress. In the coldest weather I 
simply warm the water to a tempera- 
ture of about body heat, or OS degrees 
Fahrenheit, ffhen I place it where 
the birds can reach it. If out of the 
wind and under shelter it will take 
two or three hours for it to get down 
to freezing temperature again. 


It stimulates egg laying by prevent- 


ing the chill that must follow the 
drinking of water at icy temperatures. 


It takes food as well as shelter -to 


keep a hen warm in winter. The cold- 
er the weather the more food energy 
necessary to keep the body tempera- 
ture where it should be. If a hen 
drinks water only a few degrees above 
the freezing point it w,ill take a con- 
siderable percentage of the daily ration 
to keep her temperature normal. 


A supply of good, clean and moder- 


ately cool drinking water should be in 
reach of the chickens the year round. 
It takes a good deal of water to soften 
the rations so they can be properly 
assimilated and taken up by the blood. 
The lack of water always checks the 
digestive operations and this checks 
the egg-laying activities of the organs. 


I manage to supply water of moder- 


ate temperature two or three times 
daily during the cold weather. 
This 


amount will keep the hens healthy and 
keep them laying eggs and putting on 
flesh if the grain and vegetable ration 
is satisfactory. 


Some winters ago I found that water 


warmed to the right temperature and 
placed in stone crocks or bowls would 
retain the heat longer than if placed 
in pans or iron vessels. 
The thicker 


the stoneware the better it will retain 
the heat. 


At this time of the year and on until 


April this task is a most important one. 
The chickens will be rather closely con- 
fined to their scratching sheds and to 
the poultry houses. Nevertheless, just 
as much water is necessary for the 
natural processes of digestion and egg 
lajing as at any other time in the 
year. 


It takes but a few minutes two or 


three times a day to heat water to a 
temperature that will make it com- 
fortable for the flock. Unless this is 
done, the usual slump in winter laying 
may be expected, no matter how much 
attention is given to balanced rations 
guaranteed to produce eggs.

Comrades In war! 
Three years have passed since the 
German emperor pliinged the world 
and his people into this most ground­ 
less, senseless and impious of all wars, 
Into a sea of blood and tears. 
Trained from childhood to be a sol­ 
dier, brought up amid the perverted 
views of the Junker and oillcer caste, 
dreaming of the laurels of the con­ 
queror as the highest ideal, counseled 
by generals, befriended by war con­ 
tractors, and even \vith a financial in­ 
terest in their profiteering, he lias since 
1905 systematically paved the w^ay for 
the war. He desired this war, he per­ 
mitted tlie s3%steniatic cult of war in 
Germany by the Pan-Germanists, and 
he has encouraged It.

Germany was

^ heartily Invited to participate. 
G<^r- 
many was not Isolated, but the German 
government, and In Its wake the Aus­ 
trian government, deliberately and ma­ 
liciously withdrew from the circle of 
civilized nationc, as criminals from hu­ 
man social circles. 
But not only the diplomatic circles 
of foreign states, but also German men 
of Insight and lofty ideals have placed 
themselves firmly in opposition to the 
emperor's senseless and extravagant 
lust for war, in spite of his wrath, and 
have sacrificed their positions rather 
than their convictions.

tries on every side) the rulers, minis­ 
ters and diplomats of K,ngland, Russia, 
France and Serbia did all that lay 
within human power, even to the ut­

FOR THE POULTRY 
GROWER 
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The more water the hens drink the 
better off they are both in winter and 
summer. The water supply is almost 
as important as the egg-producing ra­ 
tion. 
I 
Beginning with the first freezing 
weather I arrange to keep the fowls* 
supply of drinking Avater reasonably 
warm for them, notes a writer in Farm 
Progress. 
In the coldest w’oather I 
simply warm the \vater to a tempera­ 
ture of about body heat, or 08 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
IThen I place it where 
the birds can reacli it. If out of the 
wind and under shelter it will take 
two or three hours for it to get down 
to freezing temperature again. 
It stimulates egg laying by prevent­ 
ing the chill that must follow the 
drinking of water at icy temperatures. 
It takes food as well as shelter *to 
keep a hen warm in winter. The cold­ 
er the w^eather the more food energy^ 
necessary to keep the body, tempera­ 
ture where it should be. 
If a hen 
drinks Avater only a few degrees above 
the freezing point it w;lll take a con­ 
siderable percentage of the daily ration 
to keep her temperature normal. 
A supply of good, clean and moder­ 
ately cool drinking water should be in 
reach of the chickens the year round. 
It takes a good deal of water to soften 
the rations so they can be properly 
assimilated and taken up by the blood. 
The lack of water always checks the 
digestive operations and this checks 
the egg-laying activities of the organs. 
I manage to supply water of moder­ 
ate temperature two or three times 
daily during the cold w^eather. 
This 
amount will keep the hens healthy and 
keep them laying eggs and putting on 
flesh if the grain and vegetable ration 
is satisfactory. 
Some winters ago I found that water 
warmed to the right temperature and 
placed In stone crocks or bowls would 
retain the heat longer than if placed 
in pans or iron vessels. 
The thicker 
the stoneware the better it will retain 
the heat. 
At this time of the year and on until 
April this task is a most important one. 
Tho chickens will be rather closely con­ 
fined to their scratching sheds and to 
the poultry houses. Nevertheless, just 
as much water is necessary for tho 
natural processes of digestion and egg 
laying as at any other time in the 
year. 
It takes but a few minutes two or 
three times a day to heat water to a 
temperature that will make it com­ 
fortable for the flock. 
Unless this is 
done, the usual slump in winter laying 
may be expected, no matter how much 
attention is given to balanced rations 
guaranteed to produce eggs.
